Baptist  Chorch  P»rp»tulty  u Taught  by  the  Bible.

NO.  I. 

AH  well  informed  Baptists  relieve  that  we, 
as  a people,  have  conrinutd  f*om  the  time  of 
Christ,  inrough  all  the  centuries  until  the 
present.  Bip'ists  do  not  claim  apostolic 
succession , " because  we  ve  that  the 

apostc  licjtffice  exp  red  with  the  dea  h of  the 
lost  of  the  apostles.  Whtn  Christianity  was 
fu>ly  established  and  the  canou  of  revelation 
w as  completed,  there  was  no  rtioie  need  of  this 
office.  Neither  do  Baptists  c|iim  Popish  suc- 
cession, because  this  is  only  the  succession  of 
Anti  Christ.  But  Bapti-ts  d > claim  that,  from 
the  timt  Christ  se:  ,up  hi$  church  to  the 
present,  [there  have  been  true,  l-.gitimate 
churches  in  the  wo-ld — churches  which  in 
ra  ter iu  1 laws,  a id  o'dinanqe'  are  identical 
with  the  first  church  which  was  built  by 
Chri«t  himself.  Tnere  are  sofne  who  will  say 
that  succession  exists,  but  iannot  be  pr  ved. 
We  might  ask,  “ Have  we  a right  to  believe 
tba’  which  cannot  bi  proyeJ?"  C<n  we 
have  intelligent  faith  wi'hoht  evidence?  If 
we  have  no  ♦ videmce  to  plrove  succession, 
then  we  have  no  right  ts  believe  it.  Tnere 
are  some  who  say  succession  is  of  no  ira- 
poit  nee.  “ Is  it  not  important  to  know  that 
the  w<  rfl»  of  Christ  have  b -eit  verified,  which 
are  ncerdel  in  Matt.  16:^8.  “Upon  this 
rock  I will  build  mycburcb.  and  the  ga  es  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.”  Is  it  not 
importatt  to  kn  >w  that  the  fchurch  of  God, 
which  t|  the  “ ground  a id  pillar  of  truth,” 
has  been  “ kept  by  the  po*er  of  God”  as 
the  beacon  light  of  the  world  through  the 
dark  ages,  while  the  masses  of  mankind  were 
wandering  after  the  Beast  ? Is  it  not  im- 
portant to  know  that  the  more  than  fifty  mil- 
lion of  urart> red  saints,  whote  blood  has  been 
poured  fourth  like  rivers,  or  whose  bones 
have  hle-iche  1 upon  the  mountains  and  vales 
of  Enron  *,  and  whose  ashes  have  been  scat- 
tered to  the  four  winds  of  heaven,  were  mem- 
bers of  #he  church  of  Christ  ? Or  shall  we  say, 
it  makes  no  diff  erence  with  us  whether  tfley 
Ml  as  fliartyr*  of  Jesus  Christ,  or  died  as 
members  of  Anti-Christ?  Comparatively  few 
penp'e  m ike  this  matter  a study.  Perhaps 
many  would  he  surprised  to  we  the  amount 
t f light  given  both  in  the  Bible,  and  hirtory, 
up>n  t|iis  important  suljcit,  by  a ci  refnl 
search  for  the  same.  Baptists  generally  are 
too  careles.  about  tljeir  history,  or  even  about 
the  importance  of  promulgating  tbeir  God- 
given  principles.  We  belipve  that  church 
perpeiiiity  can  be  ctfearly  proven  by  the  Bible. 
Let  us  examine  and  see: 

I.  In  the  d ays  of  these  kings  shall  the 
God  of  heaven  set  up  a kingdom  which  shall 
never  b;  destroyed;  and  the  kingdom  shall 
not  be  left  toother  beople,  but  it  shall  hieak 
in  pteci  s an  i consu|me  all  these  kingd  >ms, 
and  it  shall  staid  forever.”  I)an  2:44. 
(1  ) Here  God  < ecliares  that  he  will  set  up  a 
kmgd  m If  the  OoJ  of  heav<  n stuph'8 
king  lorn,  tr.en  Wesjey,  Calv  n,  Lut  er,  and 
Campb  11  had  no  hihg  to  do  with  the  raster. 
(2.)  In  the  da>s  ol  these  king-,  re 'ets  doubt- 
less, to  the  Cresars,  who  lived  dutitig  Christ’s 
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lifije  on  earth.  (3.)  This  kingdom  shall  not  be 
lefto  other  people,  and  will,  therefore^  not 
apostatise.  (4  ) It  shall  be  aggressive — 
” flhall  break  in  pieces  and  consume  all  these 
kingdoms.’*  It  (5.)  shall  never  be  destroyed. 
(6.)  It  shall  stand  forever.  It  does  sec m to 
me,  that  if  language  means  what  it  frays, 
then  this  kingdom,  which  includes  Christ’s 
churchesV shall  s'and  forever.  We  think  this 
kingdom  was  " set  up  ’(  when  Christ  organ- 
ized his  church  here  on  earth.  All  of  Chj-ist’s 
churches  taken  together  constitute  his  king- 
dom now.  We.  believe  there  churcbe^  are 
visible  Churches,  since  they  are  composted  of 
m<n  and  women.  The  greatest  misfortune 
about  this  “ invisible ” church  theory  is  j that 
the  Bible  knows  nothing  about  it. 

In  our  next  article  we  shall  consider  Otl,er 
scriptures  which  teach  church  perpetuity. 

The  way  to  do  it  1 Or  Thought*  by  the  Way/de. 

The  way  for' a church  *o  get  a pastor  j and 
the  way  for  a pas'or  to  get  a chuich.  is  [quite 
a simple  mattdr.  Yet,  in  all  its  easiness!  how 
few  pastors  and  churches  seem  to  fit  each 
other.  Some  pastors  are  without  cbuches, 
and  some  churches  are  without  pastors. 
Somebody  is'at  fault;  Who  can  it  te?  I 
shall  not  <ty,  but  oue  thing  I will  say  : it  is 
not  God’s  fault.  He  has  given  us  a rule  by 
by  which  to  settle  the  relitiou  between 
church  and  pastor,  and  when  this  lule  is  fol- 
lowed the  trouble  is  over. 

The  way  *or  a church  to  get  a pastor,  and 
a pastor  to  get  a church,  is  for  each  to  make 
it  a matter  of  prayer  to  God.  Both  churches 
and  pistors  are  governed  too  much  by!  what 
they  see  in  print.  If  a church  wants  a j>astor, 
she  is  too  *p’  to  s<  nd  her  request  to  the  col- 
lege or  seminary  instead  of  to  the  thrfone  of 
grace.  Brethren,  this  is  one  way,  but  it  is 
dot  the  best  way.  If  a church  desires  a pas- 
tor, let  the  whole  church  come  together  in 
prayer,  aud  keep  on  comiug  together!  until 
God  answers.  He  will  do  it ; and  when  he 
domes  he  will  have  the  sta)  ing  quality 

The  great  trouble  aud  curse  of  our  ch  irehes 
and  pastors  today  is,  that  they  are  trying  to 
work  the  machinery  of  God’s  kingdom  ac- 
cording to  worldly  methods.  The  way  to  do 
it,  is  to  do  it  in  God’fr  way.  Has  the!  Holy 
Spirit  nothing  to  do  in  matching  churches 
and  pastors  ? Iu  olden  times  it  was  [so,  for 
we  read  : “ But  the  Spirit  suffered  iherp  not,” 
Acts,  16:7  — also  20: 28,  “Take  heedlthere- 
fore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock  over 
the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  maefe  you 
overseers,  to  feed  the  churches  of  God,  which 
he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  b ood.” 
Has  the  Spirit  withdrawn,  and  tumid  the 
work  over  to  the  churches  and  pastors  i Did 
He  not  come  to  be  with  God's  people  as  a 
Huide,  helper,  and  comforter  tiniil  the  [end  of 
time?  Wbfft  presumption,  then,  to  afttempt 
to  settle  and  arrange  our  affiirs  without  this 
guidance?  As  long  as  we  ign*  re  the  Spit  it 
in  our  relations  and  woik,.we  may  (expect 
everything  to  remain  in  an  .unsettled  state. 
Ltt  the  Spirit  rule,  and  we  will  rejoice.

Canned  corn  has  been  a favorite  with  many 
camping  parties,  as  it  is  the  foundation  for 
those  delicious  corn  oysters  so  quickly  made,, 
and  which  appeal  to  every  man  aud  boy  who 
ever  spent  a week  in  the  wooe  s.  Eggs  are 
indispensable,  as  they  help  out  the  salad  pro- 
gram, and  make  good  sandwiches  chopfied 
fine  and  mixed  with  salad  dressing.  Canned 
# fruit,  especially  peaches  and  pears,  go  to- 
ward the  concoction  of  tempting  deserts 
with  jellies  made  from  any  of  the  reliable 
jelatines.

) It  is  calm  and  remains  so  uniil  we  pass  out 
f into  the  Atlantic.  We  pass  Gibralter  just  as 
r night  is  coming  on,  and  the  greatest  fort  in 
s the  world  is  seen  by  us  at  a disadvantage  be- 
» cause  of  the  approaching  daikness.  But  the 
dark  outlines  of  the  Herculean  rocks  can 
i easily  he  seen,  und  the  frowning  fort  in  dark- 
ness and  in  dread  frowns  on  us  as  we  pass 
under  the  shadow  of  the  over-hanging  cliff 
W hen  we  are  ou*  in  the  ocean  the  s*a  be- 
comes rough  and  remains  si  fortwo  days  and 
nights.  By  much  travel  on  the  sea  we  have 
become  accustomed  to  itscapric  s,  pu  l so  are 
not  sick  on  our  return  trip.  But  among  the 
storage  p>ss-*ngers  " mauy  swallows  return.  ” 
They  had  eaten  much  macaroni  and  rice, 
and  much  macaroni  and  rice  was  scattered  in 
no  systematic  order. 

\\  hile  passing  the  Azores  islands  it  is 
Sunday  and  I am  invited  to  preach  to  pas- 
sengers and  officers.  I consent,  and  a rich, 
rare  experience  it  was.  The  audience  was 
appreciati^p  and  I preached  as  best  I '•ould, 
out  on  tiie  wide,  wide  sea  On  the  following 
Sunday,  D’r.  King  pr-mchtd,  and  another 
good  service  we  had.  A day  out  from  New 
York  we  had  rough  sea  again  after  several 
days  of  calm,  but  our  good  old  ship  moved 
gracefully  on.  and  after  seventeen  days  from 
Naples,  we  found  ourselves  again  passing 
Liberty  Statue  in  New  York  harbor. 

How  delighted  we  at;e  to  be  again  in  the 
land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave. 
The  grandest  flag  that  floats  is  the  flag  hav- 
ing the  stars  and  the  stripes.  The  best  coun- 
try in  the  world  is  the  country  over  which  it 
floats.  I lift  my  cap  to  it  and  thank  God  for 
the  privili  ge  of  being  under  it  again.  Our 
jou  ney  is  over;  the  dream  of  years  is  fulfilled. 

In  New  York  we  separate  from  our  traveling 
companions  whom  we  have  learned  to  love, 
and  now  start  for  our  home  in  Dixie.  I 
reached  home  on  the  5th  of  October,  three 
months  and  seventeen  days  from  the  day  of 
my  departure.  I repaired  with  my  wife,  who 
met  me  at  the  station,  to  my  own  house, 
where  greetings  were  exchanged  such  as  are 
known  only  to  th-  srered  circle  of  home, 
after  a long  and  perilous  separation.  As  we 
bow-fd  around  the  family  altar  that  night,  our 
hearts  drew  nearer  to  God  and  to  one  another 
than  ever  before.  I close  this,  my  last  letter, 
by  expressing  the  wish  that  you  who  have 
followed  me  in  m.  journey  to  the  earthly 
Canaan  will  also  journey  with  me  to  the  up- 
per and  better  Canaan  where  s-paration,  da 
not  come.

AH  Christian  creeds,  which  are  of  suffic<en1 
importance  to  be  called  historic,  set  forth  s 
substi  utionary  atonement.  Such  an  atone 
ment  is  enshrined  as  tbe  very  Ark  of  the  Cuv 
enant  in  all  the  great  systems  of  theo’ogy, 
But  as  Dr.  Fr 


ank  Johnson  observes,  "While 
the  Christian  world  in  general  believes  in  a 
substitutionary  at'ontmtnt,  it  jis  less  inclined 
than  it  ouce  was  to  regard  any  exiting  theory 
as  entirely  adequate.  ” 

Let  us  notice  first  wha*  subititu'ian  is  not. 
1.  It  is  not  the  payment  of  debt. 

it  is  true  that  Christ’*  b’ood  is  con- 
sidered the  price  of  our  redemption,  and  that 
the  redeemed  are  Slid  to  be  bought  with  a 
price,  but  as  Andrew  Fuller  justly  observes, 
these  are  only  figurative  expressions  to  set 
forth  the  ground  of  our  obligation  to  God. 


says  Fuller.  "Properly  speaking,  it  is  a 
crime,  and  satisfaction  for  *it  rtquires  to  be 
made  not  on  pecuniary,  but  on  moral  princi- 
ples. A third  person  mayxapcel  a bebt,  but 
he  can  only  obliterate  the  effects  of  a crime; 
the  desert  of  the  criminal  remains."  Man 
stands  in  relation  to  God  not  as  a debtor,  but 
as  acrimiual.  His  redemption  is  not  the 
payment  of  debt,  but  the  washing  away  of 
the  stains  of  guilt  from  his  character. 

2,  Another  idea  to  be  avoided  is  that  the 
substitution  in  the  sacrificial  system  is  a strict 
and  literal  one. 

The  Scriptures  do  not  teach  that  Chi  ist  died 
instead  of  sinners.  No' such  literal  and  exact 
substitution  as  that  phase  would  imply,  is  af- 
firmed. He  did  not  take  man’s  place  in  the 
sense  that  a substitute  does'  in  the  . army. 
That  woulu  be  to  really  occupy  the  pilace  of 
the  sinner,  and  would  necessitate  the  trans- 
feree of  guilt.  But  guilt  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred. "An  innocent  person  may  be  qhaiged 
with  sin,  but  he  will  be  innocent  still,  and 
notguilty.  He  may  suffer,  but  his  suffering 
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like  ours— rebellions,  unbelieving,  stubborn, 
unsarclified-and  that  to  sale  others  he  must 
save. himself.  He  took  rebellious  human  na- 
ture and  conquered  it,  made  it  obey  every 
demand  of  the  law,  turned  the  channels  of  its 
affections  out  of  its  natural  couise,  nailed  it 
to  the  c oss,  and  raided  it  fro|h  the  grave  pu- 
rified and  redeemed.  Todo'th.s  he  had  to 
suffer.  He  was  perfected  through  suffering. 

• tbi  1 suffering  of  Christ,  which  was  abso- 

lutely necessary  in  order  to  redeem  and  per- 
fect the  human  nature  he  hid  voluntarily  in- 
vested iimself  with,  through  the  infinite 
goodnes*  of  God  was  substituted,  or  put  in 
the  pluck  of  our  punishrmnt.  So  the  old 
method  of  procedure  passes  away  and  a new 
one  is  instituted.  "We  are  not  under  law 
but  under  grace” 

2.  There  is  also  the  substitution  of  a new 
niture  mtule  possible  in  the  sacrificial  system. 
Christ  Jrsusin  his  life  and  death  fulfi  led  all 
the  demands  male  upoj  human  natjre.  He 
stood  as  the  repre«nt«tive  man— embodied 
humanitj— and  unhesitatingly  fulfi  led  every 
requirement  G >d  ever  male  upon  man.  In  o- 
ing  this  he  wound  up  ihe  old  dispensation 
and  made  i'  p s-ible  for  God  to  institute  not 
only  a new  manner  of  pioceduie  with  man, 
but  a'so  to  infuse  into  man  a new  nature. 
Thus  we  have  a double  substitution — the  sub 
stilus  ion  of  sufletiug  for  p.-na'ty,  through 
which  humanity  in  the  peison  of  Christ  is 
punished  for  the  sin  of  the  wirld,  and  ihe 
substitution  of  a new  nature  in  man,  by 
which  be  is  reconciled  to  God  and  becomes 
htir  of  heaven.  Behold  a<l  things  that  were 
—.he  old  man,  the  old  law  of  sin  and  death, 
and  the  old  manner  of  procedure  against  sin 
— has  pisiii  d away,  has  been  substituted  bv 
the  new  mao,  the  law  of  the  spirit  of  life  in 
Christ,  and  the  new  dispensation,  and  all 
things  have  become  new.  The  Adamic  life 
has  been  cut  away  by  the  atonement  and  the 
Christ  life  substituted  in  its  place.
